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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The substitute specification in compliance with 37 CFR 1.52(a) and (b) has been 
entered. 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7-8 and 14 (as dependent upon claim 7) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sung (US 6,318,992). Sung is considered to 
disclose the claimed invention comprising: 

a housing 10; 

a gas supply 30 in the housing and having an outlet valve; 
a combustion nozzle 130 supported relative to the housing and fluid connected to 
the outlet valve; 

igniting means 120 supported relative to the housing for igniting gas at the outlet 
nozzle; 

a finger-operable first movable member 100 for opening the outlet valve and 
activating the igniting means to complete ignition at the outlet nozzle when the first 
movable member is moved from a rest position thereof; 
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a finger-operable second movable member 70 having a lock position 71 for 
blocking movement of the first movable member from the rest position thereof, and an 
unlock position for permitting the movement; and 

means 72 for biasing the second movable member to the lock position thereof, 
wherein movement of the second movable member in the unlock position thereof is by 
finger operation in a direction opposite to finger operation of the first movable member 
from the rest position (please see column 12-28). Sung is also considered to disclose 
the claimed second movable member being supported relative to the first movable 
member wherein the first movable member is slidably supported relative to the housing 
as shown in figures 1 and 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 9-12 and 14 (as dependent upon claims 9, 10, 11, or 12) are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sung in view of Sher (US 
6,431,853). Sung is considered to disclose the claimed invention, as discussed in the 
anticipatory rejection above, except for the claimed second member pivotal support 
relation with the first member. Sher, another igniter, is considered to disclose a second 
member pivotal support relation with the first member at column 3 lines 1 1-56. It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the teachings of Sung, with the 
second member pivotal support relation with the first member, considered disclosed in 
Sher, for the purpose of blocking igniter engagement for a locked or off safety position. 

Claims 13 and 14 (as dependent upon claim 13) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Sung in view of Gellman (US 2,791 ,110). Sung is 
considered to disclose the claimed invention, as discussed in the anticipatory rejection 
above, except for the claimed finger facilitating serrated members. Gellman, another 
igniter, is considered to disclose finger facilitating serrated members at column 5 lines 
14-19. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the teachings of 
Sung, with the finger facilitating serrated members, considered disclosed in Gellman, for 
the purpose of providing smooth single motion operation.
